[Resolution  to  Establish  - Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District] 

Resolution  to  establish  the  property-based  business  improvement  district  known  as 
the  “Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District”;  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  that  district  for  ten  years 
commencing  with  FY2015-2016,  subject  to  conditions  as  specified  herein;  and  making 
environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Sections  36600,  et  seq.  ("1994  Act”),  as  augmented 
by  Article  15A  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15A"), 
collectively,  the  “Business  Assessment  Law,”  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  198-15,  entitled  “Resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
establish  a property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known  as  the  ‘Dogpatch  & 
Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District’  and  levy  a multi-year  assessment  on  identified 
parcels  in  the  district;  approving  the  management  district  plan  and  engineer’s  report  and 
proposed  boundaries  map  for  the  district;  ordering  and  setting  a time  and  place  for  a public 
hearing  thereon;  approving  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballots 
Proceeding,  and  Assessment  Ballot;  directing  environmental  findings;  and  directing  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  and  balloting  as  required  by 
law”  (the  "Resolution  of  Intention,"  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  150535);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention  to  form  the  Dogpatch  & Potrero  Hill  Green 
Benefit  District  (the  "Dogpatch  and  Northwest  Potrero  Hill  GBD"  or  "District"),  among  other 
things,  approved  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  GBD  Management  District  Plan  (the 
"District  Management  Plan"),  the  detailed  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  the 
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Boundaries  Map,  and  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot 
Proceeding,  that  are  all  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150535;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  caused  notice  of  a public  hearing  concerning 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  GBD,  and  the  proposed  levy 
of  assessments  against  property  located  within  the  District  for  a period  of  10  years,  for  fiscal 
years  2015-2016  through  2024-2025;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  caused  ballots  to  be  mailed  to  the  record 
owner  of  each  parcel  proposed  to  be  assessed  within  the  District,  as  required  by  law;  and 
WHEREAS,  A Management  District  Plan  was  filed  with  the  Board  on  May  19,  2015, 
containing  information  about  the  proposed  district  and  assessments  as  required  by  Section 
36622  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  A detailed  Engineer's  Report  dated  March  27,  2015,  was  filed  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  on  May  19,  2015,  as  prepared  by  Terrance  E.  Lowell,  California  Registered 
Professional  Engineer  No.  13398,  titled  "Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit 
District  Engineer’s  Report,"  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  district;  and 
WHEREAS,  A Proposed  Boundaries  Map  was  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Section  3110  on  June  17, 
2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  A public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Dogpatch  & 
Northwest  Potrero  Hill  GBD  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was 
held  on  July  28,  2015,  at  3:00  p.m.,  in  the  Board’s  Legislative  Chamber  located  on  the  Second 
Floor  of  City  Hall,  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property  within  the  District, 
the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services  and 
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activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a full,  fair  and  complete  meeting 
and  hearing  was  held;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose 
establishing  the  proposed  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment 
of  the  proposed  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  GBD;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments;  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.  MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN,  DISTRICT  ASSESSMENT 
ENGINEER'S  REPORT,  AND  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  including  the  estimates 
of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan, 
and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such 
services,  activities  and  improvements.  The  Board  also  hereby  approves  the  Boundaries, 
showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  and  ratifies  and  approves  the  Assessment 
Ballot  and  the  City’s  use  of  such  ballot,  which  Assessment  Ballot  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150535  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  the  Resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.  A copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report,  and  the  Boundaries  Map  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  198-15,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  2.  FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XIIID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District.  All 
objections  or  protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  3.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  1 994  Act  and  Article 
15A,  the  property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Dogpatch  & 
Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  4.  DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill 
Green  Benefit  District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district.  The  proposed 
District  contains  two  zones.  Zone  I and  Zone  II. 

Zone  I of  the  proposed  District  contains  approximately  1,126  identified  parcels,  located 
on  approximately  53  whole  or  partial  blocks  lying  approximately  between  the  following 
intersections;  Mariposa  Street  and  Illinois  Street,  Mariposa  Street  and  Iowa  Street,  Illinois 
Street  and  27th  Street,  and  Pennsylvania  Street  and  27th  Street. 

Specifically,  the  exterior  boundaries  of  Zone  I are: 

• Mariposa  Street  from  Iowa  Street  to  Illinois  Street  (south  side  only) 

• Illinois  Street  from  Mariposa  Street  to  Cesar  Chavez  Street  (west  side  only) 

• Cesar  Chavez  Street  from  Illinois  Street  to  Pennsylvania  Street  (north  side  only) 
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• Pennsylvania  Street  from  Cesar  Chavez  Street  from  Mariposa  Street  (east  side 
only) 

• 22nd  Street  from  Pennsylvania  to  Iowa  Street  (north  side  only) 

• (6)  Iowa  Street  from  22nd  Street  to  Mariposa  Street  (east  side  only). 

Zone  II  of  the  proposed  District  contains  approximately  256  identified  parcels,  located 
on  approximately  16  whole  or  partial  blocks  lying  approximately  between  the  following 
intersections:  Potrero  Avenue  and  19th  Street,  19th  Street  and  Kansas  Street,  Kansas  Street 
and  16th  Street,  and  16th  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue. 

Specifically,  the  exterior  boundaries  of  Zone  II  are: 

• 16th  Street  from  Potrero  Avenue  to  Kansas  Street  (south  side  only)  (completely 
encompassing  parcel  3958-006) 

• Kansas  Street  from  the  northeast  corner  of  parcel  3958-006  traveling  south 
along  the  eastern  perimeter  of  the  parcel  for  100  feet,  then  traveling  west  along 
the  southern  perimeter  of  the  parcel  for  100  feet,  then  traveling  south  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  parcel  4029-022 

• 1 9th  Street  from  southeast  corner  of  parcel  4029-022  to  Potrero  Avenue  (north 
side  only);  and  (4)  Potrero  Avenue  from  19th  Street  to  16th  Street  (east  side 
only) 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green 
Benenfit  District. 

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 
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Section  6.  SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2015- 
2016,  and  continuing  for  10  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2024-2025.  For  purposes  of  levying 
and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each  July  1st 
and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  fiscal 
year  (FY)  2015-2016  shall  be  a maximum  of  $492,859  (as  shown  in  the  Management  District 
Plan  and  Engineer's  Report  dated  March  27,  2015).  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied 
and  collected  in  fiscal  years  two  through  10  may  be  increased  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Owners’  Association  for  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit 
District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban 
Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less.  However,  the  maximum  assessment  that  may 
be  collected  for  years  two  through  10  may  be  increased  to  twice  the  amount  stated  above  in 
this  subsection  (b)  to  account  for  assessments  to  be  collected  from  potential  future 
development  in  the  District. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan. 

(1 ) The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with  FY  201 5-2016.  Each  year 
the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments.  The  first  installment  shall 
be  due  on  November  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become 
delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The  second  installment  shall  be  due  on 
February  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on 
April  1 0 of  that  fiscal  year. 
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(2)  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment  shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  shall  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  delinquent  assessments  pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment  Law 
and  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

Section  7.  USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  and  activities  for  the  District  include  Maintenance,  Capital  Improvements, 
Accountability,  Transparency  & Citizen  Services,  and  Operations  & Contingency/Reserves: 

Maintenance;  Maintenance  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  maintenance  care  for  new 
and  existing  street  trees,  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  irrigation  systems,  graffiti  abatement 
patrol  officers  to  patrol  graffiti  hotspots,  responses  to  requests  for  the  removal  of  trash  and 
debris,  pruning  of  shrubs,  weed  removal  and  fertilization,  and  the  setting  aside  for  the  first 
year  only  assessment  funds  to  improve  the  maintenance  of  specific  spaces. 

Capital  Improvements:  Capital  Improvements  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to:  (1) 
improvements  to  existing  public  realm  areas,  such  as  providing  new  playground  equipment, 
new  trash  and  recycling  receptacles,  new  park  benches,  and  new  irrigation  systems;  (2)  the 
development  of  new  public  realm  areas,  such  as  new  parks,  parklets,  and  plazas,  planting 
new  trees  and  related  bulb-outs,  installing  street  furniture,  and  constructing  traffic-calming 
round-about,  green  spaces,  at  wide  street  intersections;  and  (3)  developing  green 
infrastructure,  such  as  providing  new  recycled  water  collection  and  distribution  systems,  new 
storm  water  capture  systems,  new  rainwater/storm  water  cisterns,  and  the  installation  of 
energy  generation  and  distribution  systems. 
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Accountability,  Transparency,  & Citizen  Services:  Accountability,  Transparency,  & 
Citizen  Services  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to:  (1)  management  of  District  affairs,  such  as  the 
finances  and  contracts  for  services,  management  of  the  relationship  with  the  City,  and 
management  of  volunteer  staff  for  the  District;  (2)  performing  marketing  and  communications 
for  the  District,  including,  without  limitations,  the  management  of  public  relations  and  media 
relations;  (3)  development  of  public  communication  and  accountability,  including,  without 
limitation,  designing  and  updating  the  District’s  website,  designing  and  updating  the  District’s 
smart  phone  application,  and  the  development  an  outreach  campaign  to  the  City  and  the 
media  to  ensure  understanding  of  the  purpose,  work,  and  accomplishments  of  the  District; 
and  (4)  strategic  planning,  including,  without  limitation,  updates  to  the  District’s  “Green  Vision 
Plan,’’  to  convey  the  values,  mission,  goals  and  accomplishments  of  the  District. 

Operations  & Contingency/Reserves:  Operations  & Contingency/Reserves, 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  acquisition  of  insurance  for  operations  and  services, 
providing  for  the  expense  of  audit  or  financial  reviews,  and  providing  for  potential  cost 
overruns  for  maintenance  and  improvement  services  up  to  10%. 

Section  8.  AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  7,  as  provided  in  Section  36612  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Any 
such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City") 
in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such  entity 
that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  a balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for  each  fiscal  year, 
all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a Certified  Public  Accountant  (CPA); 
this  review  shall  include  a statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA.  In  addition,  or 
alternatively,  the  Controller  in  his  or  her  discretion  or  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
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Development  in  its  discretion,  may  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds. 
The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full 
rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be  the  City  agency 
responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the  District. 

Section  9.  AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  1994  Act,  and  City  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  Article  6 and  Article  15A. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
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a significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  13.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
150795,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  approving  the  Terminal  3 East  Bookstore  Lease  No.  15-0085  between 
Books,  Inc.,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  by  and  through  its 
Airport  Commission,  for  a five-year  term  with  two  one-year  options  to  extend,  to 
commence  following  Board  approval,  with  a Minimum  Annual  Guarantee  of  $575,000 
during  the  first  year  of  the  lease. 

WFIEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission  requested  for  proposals  for  the  Terminal  3 East 
Bookstore  Lease;  and 

WFIEREAS,  Books,  Inc.  was  the  highest-ranking  responsive  and  responsible  proposer; 

and 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  15-0085  on  April  21 , 
2015  awarding  the  Terminal  3 East  Bookstore  Lease  to  Books,  Inc.;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Terminal  3 East 
Bookstore  Lease,  copies  of  which  are  contained  in  Board  of  Supervisors’  File  No.  150669,  for 
a five-year  term  with  two  one-year  options  to  extend,  exercisable  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
Airport  Commission,  and  with  a Minimum  Annual  Guarantee  of  $575,000  during  the  first  year 
of  the  lease;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  thirty  days  of  the  lease  being  fully  executed  by  all 
parties,  the  Airport  Commission  shall  provide  the  final  lease  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for 
inclusion  into  the  official  file.

reduction  of  groundwater  pumping,  which  then  allows  for  in-lieu  recharge  of  the  South

WHEREAS,  The  campus  of  the  Priscilla  and  Mark  Zuckerberg  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  and  Trauma  Center  (“SFGH”),  including  the  parcel  of  real  property  known  as 
Assessor’s  Block  No.  4154,  Lot  No.  001  (the  “Affected  Parcel”),  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
City’s  Department  of  Public  Health  (“DPH”);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFGH  is  building  a new  acute  care  hospital  to  meet  state  seismic 
requirements;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (“PG&E”)  has  the  right  to  install  poles, 
wires,  conduits,  and  related  appurtenances  for  the  distribution  and  transmission  of  electricity 
in  City’s  streets  pursuant  to  a franchise  granted  by  Ordinance  No.  414,  adopted  by  the  City’s

Resolution  approving  the  disposition  of  land  by  the  Office  of  Community  Investment 
and  Infrastructure  as  Successor  Agency  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
to  MA  West,  LLC,  a Delaware  limited  liability  company,  a joint  venture  between  affiliates 
of  Golub  Real  Estate  Corp.,  an  Illinois  corporation,  and  The  John  Buck  Company,  a 
Delaware  limited  liability  company,  for  a purchase  price  of  $172,500,000;  and  making 
findings  under  Health  and  Safety  Code,  Section  33433,  as  required  under  the  Transbay 
Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  parcel  located  on  Howard  Street  between  Beale  and  Main 
Streets,  Assessor’s  Parcel  Block  No.  3718,  Portion  of  Lot  025,  commonly  known  as 
Transbay  Block  5. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment 
Project  Area,  as  adopted  by  Ordinance  No.  124-05  (June  23,  2005)  and  by  Ordinance  No. 
99-06  (May  19,  2006)  (“Redevelopment  Plan”),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (“Board  of  Supervisors”)  shall  approve  the  sale  or  lease  of  certain 
parcels  by  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  (the  “Successor  Agency,”  also  commonly  known  as  the  Office  of  Investment 
and  Infrastructure  (“OCM”))  under  the  standards  of  Section  33433  of  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project 
Area  (the  "Project  Area”)  in  order  to  undertake  a variety  of  projects  and  activities  to  alleviate 
blighting  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  in  2003  enacted  Assembly  Bill  812  (“AB  812”) 
authorizing  the  demolition  of  the  historic  Transbay  Terminal  building  and  the  construction  of 
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the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center  (“TTC”)  (Stat.  2003,  Chapter  99,  codified  at  Section  5027.1 
of  the  Cal.  Public  Resources  Code);  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  812  also  mandated  that  25%  of  the  residential  units  developed  in  the 
area  around  the  TTC  “shall  be  available  to”  low  income  households,  and  an  additional  10% 
“shall  be  available  to”  moderate  income  households  if  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(“City”)  adopted  a redevelopment  plan  providing  for  the  financing  of  the  Center;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  2003,  in  an  agreement  with  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority 
("TJPA”)  and  the  City,  the  State  agreed  to  transfer  approximately  10  acres  of  State-owned 
property  (“State-owned  parcels”)  in  and  around  the  then-existing  Transbay  Terminal  to  the 
City  and  the  TJPA,  which  would  then  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  and  use  the  revenues  from 
the  sales  to  finance  the  TTC  (“Cooperative  Agreement”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  agreed,  among  other  things,  to  commit  the  property  tax  revenue 
from  the  State-owned  parcels  through  its  Redevelopment  Agency  (the  “Former  Agency”)  to 
the  TTC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  relied  on  tax  increment 
financing  under  a redevelopment  plan  to  improve  and  sell  the  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Plan  provided  for  the  financing  of  the  TTC  and 
established  a program  for  the  Former  Agency  to  redevelop  and  revitalize  the  blighted  Project 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  TJPA  and  the  Former  Agency  executed  an  agreement 
(“Implementation  Agreement”),  which  required  the  Former  Agency  to  take  the  lead  role  in 
facilitating  the  development  of  the  State-owned  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  Specifically,  the  Implementation  Agreement  required  the  Former  Agency 
to;  (1)  prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  to  third  parties,  (2)  deposit  the  sale  proceeds 
into  a trust  account  to  help  the  TJPA  pay  the  cost  of  constructing  the  TTC,  (3)  implement  the 
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Redevelopment  Plan  to  enhance  the  financial  feasibility  of  the  TTC,  and  (4)  fund  the  state- 
mandated  affordable  housing  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  City,  the  Former  Agency  and  the  TJPA  entered  into  an 
agreement  that  granted  options  to  the  Former  Agency  to  acquire  the  State-owned  parcels, 
arrange  for  development  of  the  parcels,  and  distribute  the  net  tax  increment  to  the  TJPA  to 
use  for  the  TTC  (“Option  Agreement”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  Agreement  provided  the  means  by  which  the  Former  Agency 
could  fulfill  its  obligations  under  the  Implementation  Agreement  to  prepare  and  sell  the  State- 
owned  parcels,  including  Blocks  2-12  and  Parcel  F (Section  2.1  of  the  Option  Agreement  at  p. 
4);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1 , 2012,  the  Former  Agency  was  dissolved  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  IX  26  (Chapter  5,  Statutes  of  2011-12,  First 
Extraordinary  Session)  (“AB  26”),  codified  in  relevant  part  in  California’s  Health  and  Safety 
Code,  Sections  34161  - 34168  and  upheld  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  in  California 
Redevelopment  Assoc,  v.  Matosantos.  No.  SI  94861  (Dec.  29,  2011);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  27,  2012,  AB  26  was  subsequently  amended  in  part  by  California 
State  Assembly  Bill  No.  1484  (Chapter  26,  Statutes  of  2011-12)  (“AB  1484”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Together,  AB  26  and  AB  1484,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  are  referred 
to  as  the  “Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  all  of  the  Former 
Agency’s  assets  (other  than  certain  housing  assets)  and  obligations  were  transferred  to  OCII;

WHEREAS,  Block  5 is  comprised  of  Assessor’s  Block  No.  3718,  Lot  No.  012  and 
portions  of  Lots  025  and  027;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  publically  owned  portion  of  Block  5 (Assessor’s  Block  No.  3718, 
portion  of  Lot  No.  025)  is  an  approximately  26,400-square-foot  parcel  on  Folsom  Street

WHEREAS,  70  years  ago,  close  to  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the  United  States  dropped 
two  atomic  bombs  on  Japan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  first  bomb  was  dropped  on  the  city  of  Hiroshima  on  August  6,  1945,  at 
8:15  a. m.,  and  the  second  was  dropped  on  the  city  of  Nagasaki  on  August  9,  1945,  at  11:01 
a.m.;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  bombs  caused  great  fires  that  raged  in  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  for 
days,  and  released  nuclear  radiation  whose  impact  has  lasted  all  of  these  decades;  and 
WHEREAS,  At  least  200,000  people  including  foreign  residents,  Allied  POWs, 
conscripted  Korean  and  Chinese  workers  immediately  lost  their  lives  from  the  thermal 
radiation,  blast  winds,  the  fires,  falling  debris  and  from  the  destruction  of  70%  of  the  cities’ 
buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  1979,  there  were  officially  226,598  hibakusha  or  survivors  of  the  two 
atomic  bombs;  most  of  whom  were  still  struggling  with  radiation-related  illnesses  and  limited 
recognition  of  their  plight  from  their  own  government,  the  U.S.  occupation  forces  and  the 
international  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  1980,  approximately  80,000  hibakusha  had  died  from  radiation-related 
illnesses;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  bombs  dropped  on  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  remain  the  only  nuclear 
weapons  used  in  warfare  in  world  history;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Though  seven  decades  have  passed  since  the  Enola  Gay  and  Bockscar 
planes  opened  their  bomb  bays  on  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki,  humanity  continues  to  struggle 
with  recognizing  the  human  toll  and  overall  legacy  of  these  bombings;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  these  bombings  and  the  ensuing  proliferation  of  nuclear  weapons, 
humanity  comes  face  to  face  with  the  understanding  that  we  have  the  technological  capability 
and  intellectual  capacity  to  cause  our  own  annihilation:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  bombings  and  the  proliferation  of  thousands  of  nuclear  weapons 
around  the  world  remind  us  that  human  civilization  plods  along  in  a constant  precarious  state, 
and  that  we  have  unfinished  business  in  cooperating  towards  lasting  peace;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  marks  the  70th  year  since 
the  use  of  the  atomic  bomb  on  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  and  recognizes  August  6th  and 
August  9‘*^  as  days  of  solemnity  to  reflect  on  the  decades  of  suffering  inflicted  by  the  atom 
bomb,  and  to  reflect  on  how  nuclear  weapons  can  be  abolished,  to  be  never  used  again.

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.10(b), 
the  Controller  must  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  implementation  of 
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recommendations  that  pertain  to  fiscal  matters  that  were  considered  at  a public  hearing  held 
by  a Board  of  Supervisors  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2014-2015  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report,  entitled  “San  Francisco’s 
Whistleblower  Protection  Ordinance  is  in  Need  of  Change”  (Report)  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150603,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Civil  Grand  Jury  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respond 
to  Finding  Nos.  1 , 2,  3.1 , 3.2,  and  4,  as  well  as  Recommendation  Nos.  1 .2,  2.1 , 2.2,  3,  and  4 
contained  in  the  subject  Report;  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  1 states:  “The  [Whistleblower  Protection  Ordinance]  (WPO) 
does  not  fully  “protect”  City  officers  and  employees  from  retaliation  for  filing  a complaint  as 
required  by  the  Charter  mandate  of  Proposition  C,  because  it  covers  only  a limited  range  of 
complaints,  it  provides  no  effective  remedy  for  the  victim,  and  its  secrecy  provisions  limit  its 
deterrent  effect;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2 states:  “The  WPO  also  fails  to  fulfill  the  Charter  mandate.  In 
that  it  does  not  cover  all  whistleblower  disclosures  specified  in  the  Charter;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3.1  states:  “While  other  large  California  cities  and  counties 
have  relatively  weak  laws  protecting  their  employees  from  retaliation  for  whistleblowing,  this 
does  not  relieve  the  Board  of  its  responsibility  under  the  Charter  mandate,  to  enact  an  " 
ordinance  that  genuinely  protects  whistleblowers;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3.2  states:  “Whistleblower  protection  laws  that  cover 
government  employees  at  the  state  and  Federal  level  can  serve  as  a useful  model  for 
improving  the  WPO;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  4 states:  “The  WPO  creates  an  unwarranted  obstacle  to 
administrative  complaints  of  retaliation  filed  with  the  Ethics  Commission,  by  imposing  a

burden  of  proof  on  the  complainant  during  preliminary  review  and  investigation  of  such

providing  information  to  any  of  the  recipients  listed  in  the  Charter  mandate  (hereafter  “listed 
recipients”),  outside  of  the  formal  complaint  or  investigation  process;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  2.2  states:  “That  these  amendments  further  expand 
the  scope  of  covered  disclosures  to  include  “providing  information”  to  any  of  the  listed 
recipients  regarding  improper  government  activities,  whether  or  not  such  information  is  set 
forth  in  a formal  complaint,  or  provided  during  an  official  investigation;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  3 states:  “That  amendments  to  the  WPO  provide  a 
meaningful  remedy  for  the  effects  of  retaliation,  by  authorizing  the  Ethics  Commission  to  order 
cancellation  of  a retaliatory  job  action,  and  increasing  the  limit  of  the  civil  penalty  available 
under  the  WPO  to  an  amount  adequate  to  repay  the  financial  losses  that  can  result  from  such 
an  action;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  4 states:  “That  amendments  to  the  WPO  include  a 
revision  of  Subsection  4.1 15(b)(iii)  providing  that  the  burden  of  proof  set  forth  therein  does  not 
apply  during  preliminary  review  and  investigation  of  administrative  complaints  to  the 
Commission;”  and 
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WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  California  Penal  Code,  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  within  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  Findings  No.  1 , 2,  3.1 , 3.2,  and  4 as  well  as  Recommendations  No.  1 .2,  2.1 , 2.2,  3, 
and  4 contained  in  the  subject  Report;  now,  therefore,  be  It 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  they  disagree  partially  with  Finding  No.  1 for  reasons  as  follows:  the 
confidentiality  provisions  for  investigations  are  important  as  they  protect  both  the  complainant 
and  the  respondent  during  the  period  when  accusations  are  proved  or  disproved,  but  the 
WPO  does  have  limitations  that  could  potentially  be  enhanced  based  on  future 
recommendations  from  the  Ethics  Commission;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  disagree 
partially  with  Finding  No.  2 for  reasons  as  follows:  the  WPO  does  fulfill  the  Charter  mandate,

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  agree  with 
Finding  No.  3.1;  and,  be  it

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  disagree  with

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  2.2  will  not  be  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  will  work 
with  the  Ethics  Commission  to  improve  the  WPO;  however,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  cannot 
predict  the  timing  or  outcome  of  the  Ethics  Commission’s  actions  nor  the  approvals  by  the 
legislative  body.  The  Board  would  also  need  a more  specific  definition  of  what  “providing 
information”  entails  in  order  to  warrant  implementation  of  this  recommendation  since  there  is 
no  clear  data  that  defines  the  problem;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  3 will  not  be  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  concurs  with 
the  Mayor’s  Office,  which  states  that  “under  the  WPO,  the  Ethics  Commission  is  provided  with 
punitive,  not  restorative,  powers  to  respond  to  the  finding  of  retaliatory  job  action.  However, 
there  are  a number  of  other  avenues  a complainant  can  pursue  in  such  circumstances.  As 
the  Civil  Grand  Jury  notes,  ‘City  officers  and  employees  have  successfully  litigated  complaints 
of  whistleblower  retaliation  in  state  court.’  Contrary  to  the  Jury's  claim  that  this  proves  the 
ineffectiveness  of  the  WPO,  it  in  fact  demonstrates  that  there  is  an  established  process  for 
filing  a civil  action.  In  addition,  if  an  employee  believes  that  he  or  she  has  been  disciplined 
without  just  cause  or  has  suffered  adverse  job  impact  in  retaliation  for  blowing  the  whistle,  the 
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employee  can  file  a grievance  through  his  or  her  union.  A grievance  of  this  nature  may  be 
resolved  at  the  department  or  Department  of  Human  Resources  level,  or  be  escalated  to 
arbitration,  in  accordance  with  the  negotiated  rules  of  the  employee's  Memorandum  of 
Understanding.  If  the  Ethics  Committee  had  investigated  and  found  that  the  job  action  was  in 
fact  retaliation  for  activities  protected  by  the  Whistleblower  Protection  Ordinance,  this  ruling 
would  likely  influence  the  independent  arbitrator,  who  does  have  the  power  to  reverse  a 
retaliatory  job  action.  While  the  investigation  and  ruling  of  the  Ethics  Commission  would  be  a 
critical  step  in  the  process,  as  the  Ethics  Commission  notes  in  their  response,  labor  relations 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources,"  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  4 will  not  be  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows:  there  should  be  minimum  evidence 
requirement  to  justify  a whistleblower  complaint  in  order  for  the  Ethics  Commission  to  pursue 
an  investigation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Mayor  to  cause  the 
implementation  of  accepted  findings  and  recommendations  through  his/her  department  heads 
and  through  the  development  of  the  annual  budget.

WHEREAS,  The  poor  operating  condition  of  the  three  elevators  at  170  Otis  Street,  a 
public  building  occupied  by  the  Human  Services  Agency  (HSA)  pose  a risk  to  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  public  and  to  employees,  with  doors  closing  on  people  attempting  to  exiting  the 
elevator  cab  and  stranding  people  inside  the  elevator  for  up  to  two  and  a half  hours;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  7,  2014,  HSA  staff  requested  elevator  condition  assessments  and 
proposals  from  three  elevator  firms,  received  two  proposals,  and  determined  that  KONE,  Inc. 
was  the  most  qualified  to  perform  the  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  22,  2014,  HSA  issues  a purchase  order  to  KONE,  Inc.’s  based  on 
its  proposal;  and

Resolution  approving  the  Fourth  Amendment  to  the  Agreement  with  PRWT  Services, 
inc.,  for  citation  processing  and  support  services  to  extend  the  Agreement  by  one  year 
to  October  31,  2016,  with  an  option  to  extend  the  Agreement  for  up  to  two  additional 
years,  and  to  increase  the  Agreement  by  $9,250,494  for  a total  contract  amount  not  to 
exceed  $62,725,935. 


WHEREAS,  The  current  citation  processing  agreement  with  PRWT  Services  was 
approved  in  November  2008  for  five  years,  with  an  option  to  extend  the  contract  for  up  to  five 
additional  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  November  2013,  the  agreement  was  extended  for  two  of  the  possible 
five  additional  years  for  three  reasons:  (1)  $6,835,709  remained  from  the  original  contract 
amount  of  $53,475,441  for  optional  services  not  used  during  the  first  five  years  and  were  re- 
allocated to  fund  ongoing  services  for  an  additional  two  years,  (2)  the  extension  would  lock  in 
the  2008  per  citation  fee  of  $2.89  for  the  duration  of  the  two  year  extension,  and  (3)  to  provide 
additional  time  for  the  agency  to  determine  if  other  technologies  were  available  to  better 
provide  citation  processing  services  and  support  SFMTA  staff  in  servicing  the  public,  and  if  so, 
conduct  a competitive  bidding  process  to  secure  these  new  technologies;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  September  2014,  the  SFMTA  hired  a consultant  to  identify  new 
technological  capabilities,  produce  an  industry  standards  report,  and  write  detailed  system 
specifications  for  an  RFP  for  upgraded  services  in  the  following  areas;  citation  processing, 
residential  and  other  permit  parking  fulfillment,  enforcement  support,  administrative  review 
and  protest  hearings,  out-of-state,  business  fleet,  car-rental  company  and  other  special 
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collections,  accounting  and  audit  support,  and  transition  of  exiting  and  archived  citation  data 
to  a new  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  Findings  from  this  consultant  will  be  available  in  July  2015  and  will  inform 
the  RFP  drafting  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  Should  the  SFMTA  opt  to  transition  citation  data  to  a new  system,  at  least 
six  months  will  be  needed  for  system  transition  given  the  amount  of  data  involved;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  extension  is  within  the  term  originally  approved  for  the  contract  since 
two  additional  years  beyond  this  one-year  extension  are  possible;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter,  Section  9.118  provides  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  approve  modifications  of  more  than  $500,000  for  expenditure  contracts  in 
excess  of  $10,000,000;  and

[Urging  the  Establishment  of  a Memorial  for  "Comfort  Women"] 

Resolution  urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  establish  a memorial  for 
"Comfort  Women"  and  to  educate  the  community  about  stopping  global  human 
trafficking  of  women  and  girls. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  most  international  historians,  the  term  “comfort  women” 
euphemistically  refers  to  an  estimated  200,000  women  and  young  girls  who  were  kidnapped 
and  forced  into  sexual  slavery  by  the  Imperial  Japanese  Army  during  its  colonial  and  wartime 
occupation  of  Asia  and  the  Pacific  Islands  from  the  1930s  through  the  duration  of  World  War 
II;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  15  years  of  invasion  and  occupation  of  Asian  countries, 
unspeakable  and  well-documented  war-crimes,  including  mass  rape,  wholesale  massacres, 
heinous  torture,  and  other  atrocities,  were  committed  by  the  Japanese  Imperial  Army 
throughout  the  occupied  countries  and  colonies;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  the  few  top  Japanese  military  leaders  who  were  investigated  and 
convicted  as  war  criminals  in  the  postwar  War  Crime  Tribunals  in  Tokyo,  Nanjing,  Manila, 
Yokohama,  and  Khabarovsk,  many  escaped  prosecution;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2001  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution 
No.  842-01,  urging  the  government  of  Japan,  on  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  US-Japan  Peace 
Treaty,  to  fully  acknowledge  and  apologize  for  Japan’s  wartime  atrocities  and  provide  just 
compensation  for  the  surviving  victims  of  its  aggression;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2007  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  passed  Rep.  Mike  Honda’s 
bipartisan  House  Resolution  121,  which  also  called  on  the  Government  of  Japan  to  formally 
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acknowledge,  apologize,  and  accept  historical  responsibility  for  its  Imperial  Armed  Forces' 
coercion  of  young  women  into  sexual  slavery;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2013,  the  San  Francisco  Board  passed  Resolution  No.  218-13 
condemning  Japan’s  denial  of  its  system  of  sexual  enslavement  during  World  War  II  and 
calling  for  justice  for  “comfort  women”;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  year  2015  marks  the  70th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  World  War  II 
(1941-1945)  and  the  Pacific  War  (1931-1945)  and  the  defeat  of  Japanese  imperialism  and 
militarism  by  the  Allies;  and 

WHEREAS,  Several  cities  in  the  U.S.,  including,  Glendale  and  Rohnert  Park,  CA;  Long 
Island,  NY;  Palisades  Park  and  Union  City,  NJ;  Fairfax,  VA;  and  Michigan  City,  Ml  have 
already  erected  memorials  to  help  remember  the  "comfort  women"  during  Japanese 
occupation  in  the  Pacific  War;  and 

WHEREAS,  Victimization  of  women  has  occurred  in  other  countries,  however,  it  does 
not  in  any  way  excuse  the  actions  of  the  Japanese  Imperial  Army;  and 

WHEREAS,  Today  there  are  an  estimated  20.9  million  victims  of  human  trafficking 
globally,  of  which  55%  are  women  and  girls;  forced  labor  and  human  trafficking  worldwide  is  a 
$150  billion  criminal  industry;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  not  immune  to  the  problem,  and  has  been  considered  a 
destination  for  human  trafficking  due  to  its  ports,  airports,  industry,  and  rising  immigrant 
populations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Learning  about  this  victimization  and  teaching  about  it  will  help  stop  the 
modern  epidemic  of  human  trafficking,  which  occurs  in  San  Francisco  and  many  other 
countries  around  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  Leaders  of  the  Japanese  American  community,  which  faced  mass 
incarceration  of  120,000  in  US  “concentration  camps”  in  WWII  and  share  a history  of 
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discrimination  with  other  communities,  have  worked  closely  with  the  broader  Asian  Pacific 
Islander  community  in  the  past  decades  to  strengthen  relationships  and  build  trust, 
understanding,  and  community  for  civil  rights  and  social  justice;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  a city  of  immigrants  and  their  descendants,  many  of 
whom  have  ancestral  ties  to  Asian  and  Pacific  Islander  nations  and  have  direct  or  indirect 
experience  with  Japan’s  past  system  of  sexual  enslavement;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  departments  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  are 
exploring  other  opportunities  to  educate  the  community  about  “comfort  women,”  current  day 
human  trafficking,  and  efforts  to  end  violence  and  abuse  of  women  and  girls;  and 

WHEREAS,  A growing  coalition  of  immigrant  communities,  women’s  organizations,  and 
human  rights  groups  have  organized  to  establish  a memorial  for  “comfort  women”  and  the 
millions  of  victims  of  the  Japanese  military  in  San  Francisco  to  ensure  that  the  plight  and

(the  “Director”)  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $4,100,000  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  New  Clean  Renewable  Energy  Bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  acting  through  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission;  approving 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  an  Equipment  Lease/Purchase  Agreement,  a Direct 
Purchase  Agreement,  and  a Filing  Agent  Agreement;  and  authorizing  related  actions,  as 
defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.107(8)  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  “City”),  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  is  authorized  to 
provide  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(the  “Commission”)  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation,  equipping,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  equipment  or  facilities  for  renewable  energy  and  energy  conservation;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Commission  has  applied  for  and  received  an  allocation  of  $4,100,000

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$19,514,000,  provide  for  a final  maturity  on  the  Note  later  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date 
of  issuance  thereof,  or  provide  for  the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a rate  in  excess  of  twelve 
percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the 
aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note,  as  consistent  with  the  documents 
herein  and  this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  assignments,  subordinations,  tax  documents  and 
those  documents  described  in  the  City  Agreements,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem 
necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note. 
Any  such  actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are 
subject  in  all  respects  to  the  terms  of  the  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk 
to  the  City  or  require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final 
versions  of  any  such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusioain  the 
official  file  within  30  days  of  execution  by  all  parties.

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  California  Penal  Code,  Section  933.05(c),  if  a finding  or 
recommendation  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  addresses  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  of  a 
county  agency  or  a department  headed  by  an  elected  officer,  the  agency  or  department  head 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  respond  if  requested  by  the  Civil  Grand  Jury,  but  the 
response  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  address  only  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  over 
which  it  has  some  decision  making  authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.10(a),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  conduct  a public  hearing  by  a committee  to  consider  a final  report  of  the 
findings  and  recommendations  submitted,  and  notify  the  current  foreperson  and  immediate 
past  foreperson  of  the  civil  grand  jury  when  such  hearing  is  scheduled;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.10(b), 
the  Controller  must  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  implementation  of 
recommendations  that  pertain  to  fiscal  matters  that  were  considered  at  a public  hearing  held 
by  a Board  of  Supervisors  Committee;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  2014-2015  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report  entitled  “CleanPowerSF  At  Long 
Last”  (Report)  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150605,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Civil  Grand  Jury  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respond

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WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  3 states:  “That  CleanPowerSF  be  designed  to 
provide  as  many  local  jobs  as  it  can,  without  compromising  its  financial  viability  and  potential 
for  early  expansion;” 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  4 states:  “That  [San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission]  (SFPUC)  integrate  the  GoSolarSF  program  into  CleanPowerSF  to  take 
advantage  of  their  complementary  relationship;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  5 states:  “That  local  officials,  including  the  Mayor, 
put  the  full  weight  of  their  offices  behind  the  success  of  the  CleanPowerSF  program;”  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  California  Penal  Code,  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  within  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  Finding  Nos.  1, 2,  3,  4,  and  5,  as  well  as  Recommendation  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5 
contained  in  the  subject  Civil  Grand  Jury  report;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  they  agree  with  Finding  No.  1 for  reasons  as  follows:  30-60  megawatts  is 
a modest  size  for  launch,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  work  with  the  SFPUC  to  expand 
CleanPower  San  Francisco  (CPSF)  as  quickly  as  possible,  mindful  that  moving  to  100%  clean 
energy  is  the  single  most  important  thing  San  Francisco  can  do  to  combat  climate  change; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  disagree 
partially  with  Finding  No.  2 for  reasons  as  follows:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  recently 
approved  language  regarding  the  use  of  unbundled  Renewable  Energy  Certificates  (RECs), 
saying  they  "shall  be  limited  to  the  extent  deemed  feasible  by  the  SFPUC,  consistent  with  the 
goals  of  the  program"  and  state  law.  Unbundled  RECs  may  have  some  utility  in  the  short  term 
but  should  not  be  the  linchpin  to  ensure  CPSF's  competitive  rates.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
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supports  having  two  product  offerings  under  CPSF:  one  with  100%  green  power  and  another 
with  less  than  100%  but  more  than  what  PG&E  offers;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  disagree 
partially  with  Finding  No.  3 for  reasons  as  follows;  Providing  clean  energy  to  San  Franciscans 
is  the  chief  purpose  of  CPSF,  but  creating  local  jobs  is  an  important  and  complementary 
purpose  that  is  not  delaying  the  program;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  agree  with 
Finding  No.  4;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  agree  with 
Finding  No.  5 for  reasons  as  follows;  After  12  years  of  effort,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  knows 
this  truth  all-too-well,  and  is  thankful  to  finally  be  collaborating  with  the  Mayor  and  SFPUC  to 
launch  CPSF  as  quickly  as  possible;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  1 has  been  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows;  The  program  is  designed  to  be  viable 
and  able  to  grow  quickly;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  2 has  been  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows;  CPSF  is  not  currently  restricted  from 
using  unbundled  RECs,  however  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recently  approved  language  saying 
unbundled  RECs,  "shall  be  limited  to  the  extent  deemed  feasible  by  the  SFPUC,  consistent 
with  the  goals  of  the  program"  and  state  law.  CPSF  is  designed  with  two  product  offerings; 
one  with  100%  green  power  and  another  with  less  than  100%  but  more  than  what  PG&E 
offers;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  3 has  been  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows;  CPSF  is  designed  to  provide  local  jobs 
and  its  expansion  will  enable  it  to  create  yet  more  local  jobs;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  Recommendation 
No.  5 has  been  implemented  for  reasons  as  follows:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  been 
putting  its  full  weight  behind  CleanPowerSF  for  years,  and  is  thankful  to  be  joined  by  Mayor 
Lee,  the  SFPUC,  and  a broad  coalition  of  city  officials,  residents,  business  owners,  and 
advocates  who  are  committed  to  CleanPowerSF's  success;  and,  be  it

These  changes,  among  other  things,  incorporate  some  industry  best  practices  and  therefore 
are  more  likely  to  attract  contractors  familiar  with  the  most  recent  industry  innovations, 
allowing  us  to  grow  our  contractor  pool  and  better  serve  the  Public;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  disagree 
partially  with  Finding  No.  4 for  reasons  as  follows:  Though  departments  need  to  abide  by  their 
respective  change  order  policies,  having  a uniform  change  order  management  policy  is  not 
practical  given  the  differing  project  types  and  project  delivery  methods  citywide;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  they  agree  with 
Finding  No.  5 for  reasons  as  follows:  When  the  Controller's  City  Services  Auditor  (CSA) 
conducted  an  audit  of  the  closeout  procedures  it  found  a number  of  shortcomings  including 
lack  of  sufficient  documentation,  adequate  review  or  verification,  and  adherence  to  existing 
policies  and  procedures;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  State  permitted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  to 
install  landscaping  and  related  improvements  within  the  State’s  Highway  right-of-way  through 
State-issued  encroachment  permits  (Adopt-A-Highway  program  and/or  standard  permits):  and 
WHEREAS,  Many  of  these  State  encroachment  permits  have  expired;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  State  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  acting  on  behalf  of  the

WHEREAS,  On  April  21,  2015,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  53-15 
amending  the  Planning  Code  to  include  a new  Section  103  requiring  the  Planning  Department 
to  monitor  and  report  on  the  Housing  Balance  between  new  market  rate  housing  and  new 
affordable  housing  production;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  103  requires  that  bi-annual  reports  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  March  1 and  September  1 of  each  year  and  will  also 
be  published  on  a visible  and  accessible  page  on  the  Planning  Department’s  website;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  stated  purpose  of  the  Housing  Balance  Monitoring  and  Reporting 
requirements  are:  a)  to  maintain  a balance  between  new  affordable  and  market  rate  housing 
Citywide  and  within  neighborhoods;  b)  to  make  housing  available  for  all  income  levels  and 
housing  need  types;  c)  to  preserve  the  mixed-income  character  of  the  City  and  its 
neighborhoods;  d)  to  offset  the  withdrawal  of  existing  housing  units  from  rent  stabilization  and 
the  loss  of  single  room  occupancy  hotel  units;  e)  to  ensure  the  availability  of  land  and 
encourage  the  deployment  of  resources  to  provide  sufficient  housing  affordable  to  households 
of  very  low,  low,  and  moderate  incomes;  f)  to  ensure  adequate  housing  for  families,  seniors 
and  the  disabled  communities;  g)  to  ensure  data  on  meeting  affordable  housing  targets 
Citywide  and  within  neighborhoods  informs  the  approval  process  for  new  housing 
development;  and  h)  to  enable  public  participation  in  determining  the  appropriate  mix  of  new 
housing  approvals;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  November  2014  San  Francisco  voters  endorsed  Proposition  K,  which
